E g g p la n t is one of the vegetables 
which w.il take the place of a m ea l 
course for one of the m eatless days 
which w a r t im e rationing enforces. 
Thou gh of A m e r ic a n origin, it is 
used m or e extensiv ely in Eurojiu 
an d in the orient t h a n in this conn. 
try. 
Its nutrit ive va lue is high, 
and there a r e m a n y tem p tin g wa ys 
of cooking it. 
It is well to vary 
die met hod of serving. 
E g g p la n t 
grows 
slowly, 
and 
should be st arte d u n d e r protection. 
The plants require an oven t e m ­ 
p e r a t u r e and do not thrive in cold 
fra m e s . 
A dozen plants will be suf­ 
ficient for an a v e r a g e family, and 
they a re usu ally obtainable in the 
m a r k e ts . 
Th e plan ts re qui re rich soil, but 
will do well in any g a r d en whi ch 
has been well fertilized.
